pai^iy with much .of what Dr 
Mohammed Iqbal writes (April 21) 
on the subject of Western morality 
but our “moral degeneration ' is 
exaggerated by him. Our society 
is comparatively free and tolerant. 
Religious and political bigots are 
in a very small minority. We are 
more aware than most countries ot 
the rights of women. Britain is a 
pretty fair place to live in, despite 
all its faults. Christianity has 
a splendid record of altruism in- 
wards non-Christians ; some talnis 
are far more exclusive. 

What worries me most about Dr 
Iqbal’s proposals is tiieir teaidency 
. to Muslim separatism. There is a 
warning for us here in rhe conflicts 
that have broken out between Mus- 
lim and Christian in several coun- 
tries: Lebanon, Cyprus, tiie Philip- 
pines, Sudan. The Muslim minority 


in the Philippines has separatist 
aims which have been championed 
by Colonel Gaddafi: It is not Im- 
possible that there will one day be 
Intervention by him or someone like 
him . on behalf of those Muslim 
organizations timt were rece ^^ 
featured iu the television pro- 
gramme Credo as demanding 
separate Islamic law for British 
Muslims in the spheres of marriage, 
divorce and inheritance.

’ho flying flagstones in the streets of 
*aris in May, 1968, marked the end of Mu- 
lent innocence.

He 
has taken a fresh look at a number

and bursts of clearance and a 
rebuilding. One occasionally longs 
for some new and simple plans of 
the period, of the kind which Mr j 
Clarke so poorly attempts for the \ 
Cobbett years. For It cannot be i 
assumed that secondary school- ] 
leavers, with good A levels in J 
English and history, know their y 
way about rite literature or the - 
politics of nineteenth century; and i 
without some sense of its topog- < 
raphy they are only confused by ; 
inter-disciplinary structures and 
easily lost in detail. 

Each of the Victorian books 
under review, for example, needs 
to be undestood in the general 
context of the century-long shifts 
from individualism to collectivism 
(equally exemplified by Mr Harri- 
son’s interesting study of changing 
1 sexual mores and Professor W ohl’s 
most solid survey of the problems 
of London’s housing), from belief 
to scculiu-Ism (directly relevant to 
Professor McLaren’s account of the 
development of birth control), and 
from controlled submissiveness to 
assertive libertarianism (a central 
theme of the growing number of 
family historians). Taken together, 
indeed, these four volumes comple- 
ment each other admirably,- with 
very little overlap, and they will 
provide useful secondary sources 
ror any course on Victorian Eng- 
land.

The first two oE these hooks have 
identical aims. They relate to ifie 
unit “Construction Technology I 
in the series issued in 1976 by tiie 
Technician Education Council. 
Comparison with the _ Ordinary 
National Certificate is inevitable, 
though die differences are as Im- 
portant as die similarities ; on this 
basis these books cover die first 
vear of construction technology _ in 
a two-year, part-time.

Both authors have broken loose

Bowver’s book ms the 
larger page, in two columns, allow- 
ing a bigger spread of related 
detail to be visible at a glance. It 
is verv much a manual, set out in 
modules with paragraphs and sub- 
paragraphs making a point nt ft 
time. The points are about up-to- 
date technology, made with clear 
concise writing and e wealui ot 
detail drawings. There is * good 
bibliography, mainly of British 
Standards and Codes of Practice, to 
which frequent references _ are 
made in the text, and a table of con- 
tents; but there is no index, lue 
content Calls substantially short oE 
that listed in the first year TEC 
unit by the omission of stairs, ser- 


vices, external works and drainage. 
Apart from these omissions U is an 
excellent production — what it docs 
could hardly be done better. 

Grundy’s book is more closely 
aligned in uho TEC unit pro- 
gramme, matching its 16 chapters 
in title and content to the 16 sub- 
sections of the unit, It is more of a 
textbook, particularly In the first 
and fourth chapters which give 
readable, well-illustrated back- 
ground material tracing the de- 
velopment of building nnd the built 
environment. The treatment of- con- 
structional details in text, sketches 
and detail drawings is of good 
standard, well suited to the pros- 
pective reader. 

- Continuing in these areas, the 
atLcmpt to relate the book to the 
world of experience the author is 
perhaps unrealistic: there is no 
need to do this with pictures of 
doors and windows or of drawing 
lust ru men ts,- for the benefit ot 
(part-time) students who will be 
seeing and handling the real 
things. The small page, in a book 
difficult to keep open, is less 
handy to work with than Bowyer. 
Ir 1ms, however, the considerable 
advantage oE envering completely 
TEC Construction Technology I, 
and it has un excellent index. 

The original o£ Butler’s hook on 
administration which appeared 
eight years ago, was designed for 
ONC. HNC mid LIOB students. It 
will not fit -so neatly into the uni- 
tary system for Technician and 
Higher* Technician Certificates, but 
it still has u considerable potential 
readership. Practically everything 
in It Is required reading for the 
trainee general foreman or con- 
tracts manager, for whom it sur- 
veys the whole wide area of con- 
cepts in which lie must be every 
where knowledgeable and some- 
times expert. 

It covers every lb lug in the TEC 
Unit Osgnnization and Procedures I 
and should meet the needs of 
higher technicians taking the build- 


ing option. Candidates for profes- 
sional qualifications could usefully 
start with this survey of the whole 
Held before they dig deeper. Many 


topics, such us safety or computers, 
• - ■ ’ followed 
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are introduced only 10 be 

up as the individual finds needful; 
others such as accounting and plan- 
ning arc treated more fully though 
not exhaustively. But even at his 
most concise tne author does not 
write platitudes or cliches; what 
he says is lo the point, anil he is 
. usually easy to read. 

A detailed table of contents 
almost makes up For the absence of 
au Index. 

The reinforced concrete book 
sets out to do snmerhing specific 
and strictly limited : to develop 
competence' in designing, ■ beams, 
slabs, floors, stairs, columns and 
walls in reinforced concrete. 
Designing is also limited, as is con- 
ventional, to calculations of how 
much concrete and steel ere 
required. 

The ground is further reduced in 
that, of nil the assumptions on 
which design is possible, the only 
one followed is the limit state con- 
cept as related to C 1*110 : 1972. 
There is no development of limit 
state theory, or of any other, the 
standard formula with clmr act eris- 
tic constants being taken ns initial 
data. If the foregoing suggests a 
rule of thumb manual mill _ little 
educative potential, it is mislead- 
ing: this is a thought fully written 
book which will make the student 
think, provided his studies in 
essential theory huve equipped lnm 
to do so. The exercises are such as 
have or might have appeared In 
examination papers; qnd the treat- 
ment, ofLen including ode or more 
alternatives, make; good use of the 

CP 110 charts. 

This hook will be useful to exa 
mutation candidates — as implied in 
the title of the series — but it could 
also be a valuable aid to the 
trainee desiguer-draughisriiaii.

“Making Tilings, Work” aims to 
explain what engineering is, about. 
There are some errors in tne 
explanations of principles of opera- 
tion, but the text is supported by 
some good line drawings and tbs 
authors’ intention is likely to be 
met. Tlie following sections oil 
material selection, forming and 
joining bi c also well illustrated and 
together provide u good introduction 
to this aspect of engineering. 
Modest student activities, closely 
related to the preceding text, are 
suggested throughout the book, as 
well as some more specific * pro- 
ject ” activities related to tne 
bicycle. . . 

I have two reservations about 
this book. It is not obvious to me 
that total reliance on the bicycle 
as tlie source of “ projects, will 
provide the necessary motivation 
and learning opportunities. Nor nm 
I convinced that, in failing to pro- 
vide numerical work — text and 
“ activities ” are almost entirely 
verbal, save for some simple 
kinematic calculations — ihe book 
gives a bulniiced view of the work 
of the engineering craftsman or 
craft student. „ 

Basic Mechanical Engineering 
was prepared by die training stuff 
of the National Cd;iI Board far the 
basic t mining of their apprentices. 
It retains occasional references to 
NCB practices, but these are not 
frequent enough to detract from its 
wider use. A detailed introduction 
is given to tlie use of hand tools and 
other workshop equipment, In par- 
ticular gauges and marklng-out 
devices. Fastening by screw threads, 
rivets and soldering is covered, but 
not brazing and welding. The only 
machine tools dealt willi are tlie 
drill press und centre lathe. Evi- 
dently the book Is intended for a 
student working in a shop with ® 


limited range of equipment. 

The illustrations ore , of high 
quality and the presentation is pre- 
cise and detailed, as might bo ex- 
pected In a teaching aid used for 
some years in a nationalized enter- 
prise. A rather discordant feature 
as tlie first chapter, on metallurgy. 

It provides an attractive, compact 
Introduction to the field, but new | 
terms are churned out at a great 
1-aLe, and the level of abstraction 
is much higher Lhan that elsewhere 
hi the book. 

Greer’s volume cannot really be 
considered In isolation from parts 

I and 2 of Mechanical Engineering 
Craft Studies , since much of it is 
devoted to rounding off topics 
started In earlier volumes. There 
are five sections : calculations, 
science, mechanisms, materials, and 
drawing. In the first it is surpris- 
ing to see the emphasis given to 
logarithms ; the rapid spread nf 
pocket calculators has surely re- 
duced their importance. The treat- 
ments of trigonometry, forces and 
moments illustrate dearly many oE 
tlie calculations that arise during 
manufacture. 11 Mechanisms re- 
lates mostly m machine tools, treat- 
ing slidowuys, belt nnd gear drives, 
cams and quick -return mechanisms. 

II Materials' 1 contains u great dual ot 
not-vory-clearly set out information, 
and I have doubts about ns useful- 
ness to the student. “Drawing 
deals with a limited number of 
more advanced topics: screw 
threads, tolerances, and the sneciat 
symbols for surface finish, welding, 
nnd electrical devices. 

This book, too, is profusely Ulus 
tinted, but many of the figures are 
skeletal and barely adequate to con- 
vey their message. On tlio whole 
this book seems rather expensive in 
comparison with Basic Mechanical 
Engineering.

reference, the representation of a 
body’s position. velocity , and 
acceleration, the representation of 
all forces acting on a body, and 
the application of mathematical 
techniques to solve the governing 
equation of motion subject to given 
initial conditions”. 

The mathematical approach 
assumes a substantial acquaintance 
with algebra, geometry, trigonometry 
and calculus. Thus such facets as 
vectors and matrices are found from

Rt least two significant advantages 
accrue. The tedious circumlocutions 
of old fashioned texts in mechanics, 
whose writers refused to Inrod uce 
even elementary cailciuus, are 
demonstrably unnecessary ; and the 
speed of progress through the sub- 
ject. is such that a cqmprehepsive 
coverage of dynamical fundamep'HUS 
can be achieved in a single booKiQi 
about 350 pages. 


That coverage starts with explan 
ations of mathematical modelling 
and the basic assumptions about 
space and time in Newtonian niecii- 
aiiics. It ends with considerations 
of rigid bodies (rotation about a 
fixed axis, tlfe compound pendulum 
and so on). The interim, chapters 
on projectiles, orbits and rockets, 
and the treatment of oscillations 
and motion against resistive fqrces 
are outstanding. 

Throughout there Is a clear ex- 
position of theoretical pnuciples, 
supported by practical application^- 
Worked examples are accompanied 
by extensive collections of exercises. 
While, inevitably, many of these 
are of familiar form, a number are 
novel and original aud raise tlie 
quality of the whole Well above 
the norm. 

That indeed is a just verdict tin 
the book. It is vastly superior to 
most texts of this nfltiire, and the 
sound mathematics ensures that iL 
Is suitable for specialists and the 
general run of scientists and tech-

It begins with a cursory glance ht 
die conception of the industry 
through radio and broadcusting fol- 
lowed Fiy a description of the sub- 
sequent development and structure, 
employment and location, main 
products, overseas trade, invest- 
ment and research. A reading list 
has been included. 

The diverse interest in the 
science of electronics is probably 
stimulated by the fact i lint so many 
young people are encouraged to 
participate in project work in 
schools and colleges. The text of 
Electronics rakes the form of an 
instruction manual which leads to 
the construction, for example, of 
various alarm systems, timers, sim- 
ple binary circuits and radio. This 
is a splendid practical introduction 
winch will be welcomed by all con- 
cerned with elementary electronic 
exercises. 

Technical courses in the field of 
further education are being com- 
pJetely rationalized as a conse- 
quence of the implementation of 
the government's Hnslegrave 
Repmt «„ 1969.

The topics covered in Electronics J 
II are related to the syllabus of the 
Standard TEC Unit which is ceu- i 
tral to both the Telecom muni- 1 
cations and Electronic Technicians 1 
Programme, The text is presented 
in a clear and «t 'active style with j 
mi m ero us illustrations which stu- 
denis will find particularly helpful. 
Lacli of the six chapters is thought- 
tuliy concluded with an interesting 
range of multiple-choice questions 
to reinloicu the fundamental prin- 
ciples of the subject. This kind of 
look will be much appreciated by 
noth students and lecturers of tech- 
nology alike as a lucid description 
of some of the important aspects of 
communications and industrial 
electronics. 

In contrast to the usual course 
oriented textbook Mr Morris has 
provided a collection of brief notes 
with some diagrams on a fairly 
comprehensive selection nf electn- 
cal subjects. His intention is to 
alleviate the task of arduous 
study by listing essential fo r mulae 
and lgiving a resume of cha 
associated topic. It is difficult 
to assess the merit of this exercise. 

The current introduction of TEC 
Units would seem to make the 
need for this form of supplemen- 
tary textbook questionable.

Monstrous undertakings

Playgrounds ns a rule are rectangu- 
lar, concrete patches, bleak in win- 
ter and dull in summer. Tlie infants’ 
playground at Benson primary 
school, Croydon, was no exception 
rhougli the monotony of its con- 
crete was slightly relieved by a rowj 
of trees along its fence. 

But last September on their re- 
turn to school after the holidays, 
the infants stopped wide-eyed at the 
playground entrance. There, ex- 
tending 30 feet along the length of 
the playground was a grinning, cur- 
vaceous m ouster. The brave ones 
edged towards It, tested its teeth 
with the toes of their shoes and, 
finding it didn’t bite, stepped tenta- 
tively on to it. 

Soon it had gaiued a name, 
Brnmomontu. and the children were 
running along its spine, trying put 
the sculptured scats in its rubble- 
aud-concretu body, and rolling their 
care down its gently sloping sides. 

Last weekend the parents put the 
finishing touches to their play- 
ground alterations, Soino were

Children . need 
monsters like they need magic. 

She was determined to involve 
everyone from the beginning 
believing Hint “ people have power 
aiui they should use it The 
specially formed sub-committee of 
the Benson School Association sent 
questionnaires to all the children, 
parents, teachers, and, most im- 
portant. the dinner ladies, and the 
caretaker who were at first wary 
of the scheme feeling it would make 
extra work. 

They held an exhibition where 
plans and models of the proposed 
design were displayed to tapes ot 
children's playsongs. Parents were 
encouraged to attend coffee morn- 
ings and evening meetings. When 
work began they were asked to 
donate muterlals and to offer help. 

- About a quarter responded. 

The main fears of parents were 
over safety and dirt. A few, par- 
ticularly -those with older boys, 
were worried that not enough space 
would be left for running around. 
In fact the accident rate has 
dropped considerably and, while 
there is still open play space, there 
Is also the opportunity now tor 
children who prefer quieter and 
more imaginative activities to play 
undisturbed. 

Margaret Solly, head of the 


infants* department, was active in 
the project und is delighted with 
the results. " Some of the hoys 
used to be aggressive and simply 
hurtle from one end of the play- 
ground in the other. The hoys and 
girls played separately. Now they 
mingle more on tlie monster. The 
older children like the tyres best. 
There is musses nf scope for 
imaginative play- The younger 
children like to pluy “home in 
and our of the trees. And best ol 
all ", she added, “ it hasn 1 lost its 
novelty.” 

Tlie education department s con- 
cern over finance was quelled by 
the parents’ promise to pay for tlio 
cost of maintenance (an estimated 
£5 0 year) and for the caretakers 
overtime during construction. 

Liz Black, the convenor of the 
parents’ sub-committee, felt that the 
personal contact she hud with 
council officials bellied greatly. 
After long preliminary telephone 
calls, the plans sent In to the public 
building and works department 
were vetted und returned within 
two weeks und die surveyor when 
lie visited the school, Ms Biuck 
recalled, "took one look, hopped 
along the monster and suid this 
is great, why aren’t more schools 
doing this? 1 ’. 

Apart from the obvious benefits 
to the children during playtime, 
there have been additional educa- 
tional gains. The gap bct%vecn play 
and work hue been more easily 
bridged: children at first measured 
tlie playground, they drew their 
own ideas for the design, mode 
graphs of their preferences, wrote 
stories about the monster, have 
s formed “sweeping patrols” to save 
I the caretaker extra work, und, 
E hopefully, will continue learning m

and English names mid when cer- 
tain iiisucis and birds art attracted 
by the carefully chosen plums in 
the "wild corner". 

For the parents there have been 
many benefits. The school has 
alwuvs encouraged them to help, 
but "fathers have never been able 
to do this and, as one mother put 
It : “ If you're fairly intellectual or. 
a committee person there’s always 
been plenty to do, but this project 
attracts the practical people.’ 

A father said: "It’s sometimes 
difficult to know IF you’re helping 
or Interfering. Here We know 
we're helping. 


Ms Simonon fondly remembers 
the commuters in their city suits 
who popped in on their way home 
“just to nave a look” and relumed 
half an hour later, pick nxe at the 
ready, end the mothers who pushed 
in wlicelburrows full of plants they 
liad dug up from their own Burdens. 
Teachers are pleased to have got 
to know many parents better and 
mothers have had to be asked not 
to come into the playground at 
playtime to watch. TI10 dinner 
ladies ore happy — they find there is 
less supervision needed than before. 

Threequurtcrs of the work was 
In the planning stage which, the 
parents say, could not have been cut 
any shorter. The total cost was £800, 
all of . it raised by the association 
who still had .money -to spare from 
the year’s funds for extra equipment 
fur rhe school. The only paid help, 
was the bricklayer who laid the 
■ tricky foundations for the curved 
flower beds. And £100 went, to Ms 
Simonon for her eighteen months’ 
work. , -
